His majesty was ready to start 
ami was awaiting his carriage when 
Governor General Kleigels arrived at 
the palace and informed him that he 
must not go, several suspicious persons 
belonging to the revolutionary party 
having been, arrested at the Nicolai 
bridge Avith arms and forged pass- 
ports. He informed his majesty that 
the prisoners were probably emis- 
saries of the central nihilist committee 
at Zurich. The visit was accordingly 
abandoned. 


The secoad affair occurred in the 


middle of January, when the czar, ac- 
companied by his mother, visited the 
ceramic exhibition. When entering one 
of the rooms, the members .of the com- 
mittee who were escorting the im- 
perial party suddenly noticed an un- 
known man hurriedly approaching the 
cvar. As the public had been exclud- 
ed and those authorized to attend had 
been carefully selected the presence 
of the stranger excited suspicion. 


Several of the czar's party hastened 


to meet him to lead him awa5'. There- 
upon the man suspiciously thrust his 
hand in a pocket.

Boeri Can Still Fight. 


'•What do yon say about General 


Botha's refusing peace terms V" was 
asked. 


'•It is certain," replied Mr. Erasmus. 


"I told you so yesterday." 


"But how can the Boers hold out 


against the English?" vras asked. 


Mr. Erasmus answered: "So far they 


have only met the Boers In open plains. 
The English public for some unknown 
reason lias looked upon the war all 
along as mere child's play notwith- 
standing the lessons which it received 
in the commencement of the war. Five 
hundred Boers are quite sufficient to 
harass the entire army for an Indefinite 
period in the district north of Preto- 
ria." 


"What kind of country is that?" 


asked the correspondent. 


'•It is what is called -busb veldt,'" 


said Mr. Erasmus. 
"Regular cavalry 


cannot operate there. It is deep sand, 
which gives the poorest foothold. Ow- 
ing to the fever the British can operate 
but six mouths in the year. The Boers 
from childhood have accustomed them- 
selves to this climate aud can stop 
there without much harm. 


"In foreign countries people who are 


trying to make mischief out of the Eng- 
lish reverses read in them a disgrace to 
the British army. But I can assure 
those pretended friends of my people 
that if they had to do what the British 
are now trying to accomplish they 
might have done very much worse or 
succeeded less well in fighting. In this 
bush veldt the British will be at a 
greater disadvantage than they have 
ever been before." 


"But can the Boers get supplies?'" 


was the next question. 


British at Disadvantage. 


"More than they want," replied Mi- 


Erasmus. "There is pleuty of food for 
the natives. The Boers can live upon 
the country. The British? will have to 
bring everything with them. 
As for 


horses, the Boers have their hunting 
steeds. The country north is simply 
Stocked with ammunition today. We 
can import none, but enormous stores 
were laid in before the war commenc- 
ed. Much of that is in the north, ready 
to hand." 


Mr. Erasmus said that the report 


that De Wet had disbanded his com- 
mando was probably true, but that it 
was merely an ordinary measure when 
a leader was hard pressed. The men 
had dispersed to meet again at a pre- 
arranged date and place. 


He said that the rejection of the 


British terms was due primarily to 
Boer distrust of Sir Alfred Milner, 
that the British had made a great vis- 
take in allowing him to conduct the 
negotiations. 


Mr. Erasmus suggested that England 


should send some impartial English- 
man free from all party feeling. 


"In the district where the future 


scene of operations will be the Boers 
know every inch." said Mr. Erasmus. 
"They have taken troops through it. 
But it took the Boers under General 
Joubert nine mouths of bard work to 
capture 3,000 unarmed natives. I re- 
peat, the difficulties of the British are 
only just beginning." 


"But tell me what will be the end? 


There must be some end," was asked. 


"Just this," said Mr, Erasmus with 


emphasis, "the Boers remaining must 
bo either caught and exterminated or j 
given Independence. 
There was a 


time, after Pretoria was taken, when 
many Boers deserted or surrendered in 
the belief that they would lind their 
houses and families as they left them 
If they were allowed to go free, promis- 
ing not to fight 'again. The end of the 
war was then more than possible. My 
people were ready to give in. 


Too T,nt<> Fo* IVne*. 


"But -when the Boers returned to 


their homesteads aud found their 
farms burned and their families gone 
they knew not where they were ruined 
men. Prom that day out. it^hould be 
well understood, the war became one 
of revenge and no longer one of patriot- 
ism. 
Picture to yourself the situation. 


It is perfectly wimple to understand 
the bitterness of the Hoors. 


"The only satisfactory terms would 


be restocking tho farms and making 
good that which has been destroyed.

Guard McShane, one of the 35 hos- 


tages, was hoisted to the surface last 
night, the striking convicts permitting 
it because of bis being 111. He reported 
tljjii the prisoners have been careful to 
u/oid any violent act. The other 
guards, he said, are in good condition 
and will hold out as loug as the con- 
victs remain mutinous. An hour later 
a signal came from below, and a lone 
t-onviot uot in sympathy with the strike 
was hoisted. As the cages were half 
the distance from the bottom of the 
shaft thy prisoner was forced to c-limb 
-IOU feet, crawling up on the shaft tirn- 
bciato reach the cages. The convicts 
said the men in tho mine had had noth- 
ing to eat since noon Monday except 
some corn coffee which was made from 
corn used to feed the mules iu the 
mine. \ 


The insurrection of the convicts was 


brought to a close at 11:80 o'clock last 
night, and the. mutinous convicts are 
being placed :in their cells as f*st as 
they can be brought to the surface. 
The imprisoned guards have been re- 
leased and are again above the surface. 
Warden Moves' on "Convicts' "tt'orlcs. 


Shortly after nightfall the warden 


and every available officer gathered 
around the mouth of the miue, each 
man heavily armed. Hunger had be- 
gun to tell upon the mutinous convicts, 
and they began to parley with the 
warden. They sent him word that if 
he would promise not to inflict pun- 
ishment for their action they would 
surrender and come up. To this the 
warden would not consent, sending 
down word that the surrender must be 
"unconditional, the question of punish- 
ment to be considered later. 


As the night wore on the warden 


held a consultation with his officers. 
and it was decided to attempt a rescue 
of the guards and also to overawe the 
convicts and force their surrender. Se- 
lecting his men the warden, with seven 
or eight guards, heavily ariiie'd, enter- 
ed the hoist aud were soon speeding 
downward. When near the bottom of 
the pit a heavy fusillade was opened, 
tlie shots being tired toward the top 
of the shaft. 


This took the convicts by surprise 


and. thinking that the shots were in- 
tended for them, they hastily fled, leav- 
ing the guards, who were st>on joined 
by their comrades, after which they 
were sent to the top. 
The armed 


guards theu started after the convicts 
ami soon had the ringleaders under ar- 
rest, when the others gave in and sur- 
rendered.

Ir was prer- j 
ty, and I am sure IJaja lelt "<3re-sed up," 
for he was dignified and quiet all that > 
day and carried his head a little higher i 
than usual. 
Sometimes he does frisky I 


things, but we are not at all afraid of i 
him, 
for he is intelligent, and if we say, i 


"Jtaja! Kaja;" in a decided tone he seems 
to know lhat we wish him to b»± digni- 
fied. 
Raja means kin-,', and we gave 


Siim that name because we think him the 
kiuif of Arab ponies. 


At Doscfa tho bullocks, which are as 


much i:>ed heie as horses, hnd thfir 
horns siainod with bright colored paints, 
jrenenilly a different color for each, horn, 
and btrings of li'.tle tassels of many dif- 
ferent colors were tied from the tip of 
one horn to the tip of the other, or bright 
pieces of ri«bon would be used instead of 
the tassel?. 


The white horses, of which there are 


very many here, and the white bullocks, 
too, were painted, some in stars or in 
round dots. Others had the rising sun 
painted on both sides of their bodies in 
red and'' gold colors. 
Some horses had 


only their tails and manes colored, while 
a few drivers painted the sides of the 
cart and the wheels also. 


After all this decorating was finished 


the people made pujah to the animals, 
which means that they worshiped the 
horses and the bullocks. I could not find 
any one who would tell me if they wor- 
shiped the carts, too, but I think they did. 
Alter this is done the-people give eat'b. 
other presents, which should be of gold; 
but as the people are most of them too 
poor to ftire gold they give the leaf of 
tho "gold" plant, and that answers very 
well. 


When evening came, and the coach- 


man who had trimmed Raja with the 
fresh flowers had not received "baek- 
shuesh," he felt very much neglected and 
sent word to me that it was the custom 
of the country to give the coachman a 
donation. I sent him a rupee and made 
him quite happy.—St. Nicholas.

NAMES OF OUR RAILROADS. 


SCAFFOLD POLES TO HIRE. 


One of Various Interesting Features 


of the Pole Yard. Business. 


'"Scaffold Poles to Hire." 
So read a sign painted on. the end of a 


building standing in a pole yard, and a 
man. whose eye chanced to fall upon it 
wondered just what it meant. He had 
heard of renting steam boilers and pianos 
and horses and railroad cars and so on, 
and lie knew that there is scarcely any- 
thing, perhaps nothing, that canndt be 
rented, but he had never heanl before of 
renting scaffold poles, and it seemed an 
odd thing to do. 


As a matter of fact there are lots of, 


scaffold poles rented. It is an old ami 
to those who have occasion, to know 
about it familiar branch of the pole yard 
business. 


Scaffold poles are rented, of course, mo?t 


largely to builders, and there are more 
builders who hire scaffold poles than 
there are who own, them. This for the 
simple reason that it is for most build- 
ers cheaper to hirte. The very largest 
builders who must have a y»ud. anyway 
iu which to keep material and plant oi 
one sort and another own. their own 
scaffold poles and keep them when not 
in use in their own yard .vrhere they bare 
room for them. 


The smaller builder, Liaving very likely 


no material yard, has no- convenient plate 
to store poles when not in. use, and he 
hires poles, as for that matter some of 
the larger builders do also. 


Scaffold poles are let at so much for 


a job, whether it is a few days or weeks, 
but while a builder keeps the polos for 
one price on one job as long as he may 
need them he 'cannot if he gets through 
with a job early haul thie poles off to set 
up on another job withjout paying more 
rent. 


The life of a scaffold- pole is about sis 


years. A pole yard man said that' they 
could be made to last ten years by care. 
People- always drive, nails intx> scaffold 
polos. Those jiails rust, and -the wood 
around them rots, and the pole gradually 
goes to decay. 
1C the poles were ail 


carefully overhauled and looked after 
when they came bacfc to the yajrd from a 
job nnd the nails all polled .out, they 
would last four yo?.rs longer, lm.it this is 
not done for the 'simple reasotn that it 
wouldn't pay. 
'JD'he cost of the work 


would be greater tfaan the gain by it, and 
so they use the poles as long as they are 
fit to use and thepi chop them up. — New 
York Sun,

Queer J'rodut-t ot nu Inventor Of th* 


Oltlrn Tlm«r*. 


''1 ran afru->> a queer old rflie in my 


iiue vt bushier recently," said a saf*» | 
auU lock fxjjfcrt who is in the city. "I 
was prvixvlhij; around a machine shop in | 
a tov, ji in Iowa, Tryinic to ihid a tilling | 
jiiSl I Heeded. \\hea I happtl:ed to MOlK-e j 
& bhc-ut iron box which seeiaed to have 
one.- Ix-eu entirely covered with glass 
tubes attached to the- surface by cement. 
All of the tubes were broken, and most 
or them were missing, but the general ar- 
raugeuient could be easily traced, and the 
contrivance impressed me at once with a 
sense of familiarity. Presently I remem- 
bered about it. It was all that -was left ' 
of the one time famous •anaesthetic safe,' 
an. invention which ought to have been 
s-ponsorcd by a society lor the prevention 
of cruelty to burglars. The idea of the 
thing was that any cutting or drilling 
through the outer casing should release 
certain chemicals which would promptly 
stupcry everybody in range- of their 
fumes. In the morning the owner would 
fiiid his valuables intact and could simply 
cull a dray and pack off the unconscious 
buralnrs to jail. 


"With such a device it was unnecessa- 


ry to have massive steel walls, and the 
model which I chanced to resurrect was 
made of one-eighth inch sheet iron. The 
inner box was entirely surrounded with 
glass tubes about the diameter of a lead 
pencil and filled alternately with two 
chemicals which were supposed to pro- 
dvcc stupefying gas when they came into 
contact. There was a thin outside cas- 
ing, and the theory was that any effort 
to break in would necessarily fracture 
two or > more of the fragile glasses. 
It 


seemed 'incredible, but several prominent 
Capitalists became greatly interested in 
the scheme and stood ready to back it 
with unlimited means until actual tests 
finally convinced them, of its grotesque 
impracticability. 
How the model ever 


drifted to tho Iowa machine shop I 
couldu^t find out. It had been there for 
years and was probably part of the plun- 
der of some forgotten junk sale. 


''The only other safe I know of fit to 


rank with' the 'anaesthetic' as a freak 
was one designed by an. inventor in 
"Washington. It was circular in shape, 
with a pivot at the bottom, and at night- 
time the plan was to connect it with an 
engine belt and spin it like a top. The 
inventor was very much in earnest and 
made a large working model. He admit- 
tod modestly that the safe could only be 
used 'where steam power was available.' 
"\Vhat would prevent the burglars from 
throwing off the belt he didn't state."— 
2S"e\v Oilcans Times-Democrat.

LONDON COSTERS. 


Itinerant Street Venders "Who Make 


Fairly Good Incomes. 


It is difficult, if not impossible, to cnl- 


culate with any degree of accuracy the 
amount of money turned over collectively 
in tho course of a year by the costers, but 
hit cresting fijrures- may be supplied by 
placing on record the gross receipts of 
borne street traders. 


Many will be surprised to learn that a 


coster in the fruit or vegetable Hue will 
make a turnover of anything between £S 
anil £12 per week, a full third of this be- 
inii profit. The figures vary much, nat- 
urally, with tho season of tho year and 
the state of the markets, but he is reck- 
oned a pocr fruit coster who cannot 
make an average of £2 30s. to £3 weekly 
profit. Despite this income, which many 
a clerk would envy, tales of distress are 
frequent aryion:* them, owing to their uni- 
versal improvidence. Fish is not so profit- 
able a line of business, partly owing to 
Uif> moro perishable nature of the stock, 
and a fish coster who is a "12 man" aft- 
er reckoning up on Saturday night has 
no cause to grumble at his week's work. 


The profits of venders of penny toys, 


puzzles and other articles so familiar in 
the Strand and elsewhere vary accoidiug 
to their cost, which ranges from 4cl. to 
7d. per dozen. A pound to 25s. is icck- 
oned a good weekly earning, but dtuhig 
the recent button craze energetic workers 
had no difficulty in clearing double this 
amount in somo instances. 


A LIVELY DEBATE. 


Legislature Votes for Statue of Frank- 


lin Pierce and Passes Anti-cigarette

cooimittee.

position, saying that Franklin Pierce 
had made speeches during the war as 
nearly traitorous as he could with safe- 
ty. He did nothing to mako himself 
worthy of a statue to his memory.

one ever heard of valiant deeds dona by 
him in the Mexican war, and his elec- 
tion to tho presidency was purely a 
southern move, 


Mr. Elgerlyot Sobers worth said it 


was tho plain duty of tho stato to pet 
petuate in bronze tdo memory oE its 
only president. He v?as no more a 
traitor because ho differed from the 
position of President Lincoln than is 
Senator Hoar because ho differs from 
President McKinley.

yellow liquid used by gilders, photogra 
phers and others. \Vheu this solution is 
diluted with water, and chloride of tin ii 
nddpd. metallic gold is precipitated as a 
beautiful purple powder, used for gild 
iug and coloring pprcelain and glass 
This powder is called "purple of Cnssi 
us," from the naiM6 of its discoverer 
Andreas Cassius of Leyden, who made i 
for the first time ia the year 1685. 


Iu gilding porcelain it is spread upon 


the pattern by meaus of a paste, and by 
the action of heat in the oven it take 
the ordinary goldpn hue aud brilliancy 
but by modifying the composition of th 
paste it yields also rose and purple colors 
When a. small quantity of it is mise 
Vith the materials used ia making glass 
the glass produced has a magnificent rub; 
iint, seen to perfection in the- well known 
Bohemian glass.—Chambers' Journal.
